When rating an end, experts usually ask first, “How well can he catch a pa: 
It is only after this point is determined, and with far less interest, that inquiries are 
made about blocking and tackling. 

Bob Simms, Rutgers 1959 captain, has displayed to the joy of his coaches and 
Rutgers fans, and the discomfort of the opposition, that he has no peer in the 
ching department. 

Even more important in the Rutgers scheme of attack and defense, however, is 
Bob’s ability to block and defend. Here, too, Mr. Robert Alderson Simms, 6 
212 pounds of contact-loving West Virginia has no peer. 

Just listen to Coach John Stiegman: “Bob is the best end in the country, He can 
do everything, and do it well.” 

When Bill Austin was racing to All-American honors last fall, Bob was respons- 
ible for many of the key blocks. Often when Austin would zip into the clear, running 
alongside, ready to pick off any pursuer, would be Simms. His downfield blocks were 
thorough and vicious. 

Qn defense, Bob 
and his pressure on passers has helped the Scarlet intercept 27 pas: 
two si ns. 

The second of three brothers Rutgers has been fortunate enough to enroll, Bob 
has a chance to set all Rutgers pass-catching records. He already has thre 3 passes 
caught in one season (1958); nine touchdown passes caught in one year (’5§ ighest 
scoring end in history (64 points, '58). In sight 3 Sandblom’s career total 
of 55 p caught (Bob has 45 in two y yardage mark of 1,142 
(Bob has 648); and the 11 touchdown pas: aught during their careers by Sand- 
blom and Bucky Hatchett (Simms has 10). 

In addition to Stiegman and end coach Matt Bolger, Simms’ biggest boost 
Austin, himself. Bill, who played in two pos son all-star games last fall, said:

The professionals, too, know of Bob's all-around ability. Every pro club has 
contacted him. Bob is “interested” in the professional game, but hopes he can 
combine ball-playing and law school. 

Rutgers top pa s—Austin and Bruce Webster—have been graduated, But if 
the Scarlet can find someone to put the ball within his reach, Simms could be 
Rutgers second consecutive All-American.

Rutgers, The State University 

Ruigers, the State University, began as a struggling colonial college before the 
Revolution, Founded in 1766 by Dutch pioneers, Rutgers was originally called 
college under a charter from King George III of England. The young col- 
stence was threatened by the Revolution, but growth followed that conflict, 
unprecedented expansion was experienced after the last World War. 

Rutgers was given its present name in 1825, after generous gifts had been re- 
ceived from Colonel Henry Rutgers, a New York philanthropist. Forty years later 
it was designated the Land Grant College of New Jersey, the liberal arts course was 
enlarged, and courses leading to bachelor degrees in agriculture and engineering were 
added. 

In 1go2 a ceramics department was established, New Jersey College for Women 
with its own New Brunswick campus, was founded in 1918; the School of Education 
the Extension Division for non-degree education and the 
School of Journalism were established. The College of Pharmacy added in 1927, 
University College, degree-g g evening division, was established in 1934, and 
Newark University was merged with Rutgers in 1946. In 1945, the State Le; 
brought all divisions of Rutgers within the designation of the State University of 
New Jersey. In 1950, an act of the State Legislature incorporated the College of South 
Jersey in Camden, including a two-year liberal arts college and a law school, into 
the State University as the Rutgers College of South Jersey. The liberal arts college 
has since expanded to a four-year curriculum. In April, 1955, N.J-C. was renamed 
Douglass College. In 19 under a reorganization program, the University was 
officially designated, Rutgers. The State University, and came under the management 
of an 11-man Board of Governors.

The Rutgers Coaching Staff 


John R. Stiegman, Head Coach 


OHN R, STIEGMAN, appointed head coach in February, 1956, is a graduate of 
Williams College. Now in his first head coaching position, he was an aide to the 

late Charley Caldwell at Princeton from 1946 to 1955. 

Stiegman attended Riverside High School in his native Buffalo, N. Y., and 
entered Williams after his graduation. In addition to being an outstanding tackle, 
he was a distance swimmer and played hockey and lacrosse. 

He was graduated from Williams in 1944 and served two years in the Navy, 
seeing action in the Normandy invasion and later in the Pacific Theater before 
joining Caldwell at Princeton in 1946. At first he was on the freshman coaching 
staff, moving to the varsity as line coach in 1949. In the days of two-platoon football, 
he was the defensive specialist. 

At Princeton he coached hockey and 150-pound crew in addition to football. 
He is Rutgers’ 14th football coach since 1900, 

Stiegman is married to the former Elizabeth Tindall of Princeton. The couple 
has two children, Holly, 10, and Elthea, 8, They now live in Highland Park. Stieg- 
man’s three-year record at Rutgers is 16-12. 


Matthew J. Bolger, Jr., End Coach 


A NATIVE OF Newark, Matthew J. Bolger is a graduate of Cornell University. 
After completing St. Benedict's Prep in Newark where he earned all-state 
mention in 1940, he entered Notre Dame. He served in the Marine Air Corps 
during 1942-45, seeing Pacific duty on an aircraft carrier, Bolger entered Cornell 
after leaving the service, graduating in 1948. He began his coaching career the next 
year as St. Benedict's line coach. In 1950 he moved to Upsala College and in 1951 
Joined the Brown University staff as end coach, Bolger came to Rutgers in March, 
1956. Bolger now lives in Edison Township. 


Joseph J. Stanczyk, Backfield Coach 


ACKFIELD COACH at Columbia under Lou Little from 1947 to 1956, Joe 

Stanczyk joined the Rutgers staff in 1957 when Frank Burns resigned to take a 
high school coaching post. A Columbia graduate, he is a Navy veteran and coached 
six years at Admiral Farragut Academy, where his teams lost only three games in six 
years. In addition to football, he coached basketball and track at Farragut. The 
holder of a Master’s Degree from Columbia Teachers College, Stanczyk and his wife, 
Lois, live in Glen Rock. 


Robert S. McCoy, Line Coach 


po SINGLE wing center at Penn State, Bob McCoy is serving his fourth 
year on a college coaching staff. He coached at three Pennsylvania high schools 
during 1951-1956, serving two years at each. Most recently the Lock Haven, Pa., 
native was at Sunbury High, Earlier he coached at Northumberland and Ford City. 
An honorable mention All-American performer, McCoy played under Bob Higgins 
at Penn State during 1944-46. He once earned Associated Press “Lineman of the 
Week” honors. McCoy now lives in Highland Park. 


Warren E. Harris, Freshman Coach 


EFORE JOINING Rutgers staff in March, 1956, Warren Harris was head coach 
at Liberty High School in Bethlehem, Pa., for two years. A graduate of Mis- 
souri Valley College, the Dexter, Iowa, native was second team halfback on the Little 
All-American squad in 1942. He served 32 months in the Navy after his 1943 gradu- 
ation from Missouri Valley, participating in the Normandy invasion. He played two 
seasons with the Bethlehem Bulldogs (1946-47) after his discharge, returning to 
his alma mater as backfield coach and later moving to Edwardsville (Ill.) High as 
football and track coach. He also coaches Rutgers Varsity Basketball team. 
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The Forecast — 1959 


Although problems at center and end cloud the picture somewhat, Rutgers may 
have enough manpower in 1959 to approach its fine 8-1 mark of last fall. That’s 
the feeling of Coach John Stiegman as he views his fourth Rutgers season knowing 
All-American Bill Austin is no longer on call. 

There are 96 lettermen—including 12 regulars—available. Five of these are ends, 
but only one—Capt. Bob Simms—is a proven first stringer. Thus, Stiegman must find 
a second starter and depth. 

The situation at center is deceptive, in that three lettermen are listed. Here 
again, only one has established himself—Armand Glassman, who is moving up from 
the second team, But Larry Makarevich, a converted quarterback, and Les Senft, a 
reserve last year, have much to learn before they can be relied upon to spell Glass- 
man. 

Elsewhere, the forecast is bright. Rutgers may have one of the East’s biggest and 
most mobile lines, one averaging 215 or more. Some shifts may be made once camp 
begins to put the seven best forwards on the field at once. 

In the backfield, where Austin and five others departed, the biggest struggle 
will be at tailback, where Bill Wolff will have to beat off the challenge of senior 
Ron Schmitt and four promising sophomores, 

Wingback Arny Byrd is the leading returning back, having both breakaway 
potential and defensive skill, especially against enemy passes, Veterans Bill McGoey 
and Bill Tully at fullback will be pressed by a 205-pound pile-driving sophomore— 
Steve Simms. Jim Rogers moves to blocking back from fullback. 

The sophomore contingent is not without promise, but can be brought along 
slowly thanks to the large crew of veterans. In addition to Steve Simms, only quar- 
terback Dick Lawrence, tackle Sal Sedita and one of the tailbacks is expected to 
represent the sophomore class in the early games.

“If we do get a good start, there's no telling how far 
we can go.”

The 1959 Captain 

ROBERT SIMMS, senior end. Coach John Stiegman minces no words in claiming 
Simms is “the best end in the country.” Every Rutgers pass-catching record is 
within his reach. The Charleston, W.Va., native has caught 45 passes, needs 10 
to tie Russ Sandblom’'s mark (1950-52). He’s caught 10 TD passes, more than 
anyone else. And his yardage (648) is within hail of Sandblom’s mark, too. A 
vicious defender and an avid downfield blocker, Simms is an all-around per- 
former who has caught the eye of many professional scouts. He was ioth in 
scoring in nation with 64 points in ’58. Political Science major. 
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Ends 

PAUL BENKE, junior. A former quarterback at Belvidere High, Paul joined the 
squad late last year and was shifted to end. The president of his class, Paul 
played with the jayvees last season but may earn a reserve role this fall. Biolog- 
ical Sciences major. 

DONALD CORY, sophomore. A promising member of last year’s frosh eleven, Cory 
could help solve the depth problem at end. Very strong (he wrestles in the 
winter) Don played mostly defense at Hackettstown High. Mechanized Agricul- 
ture major, 

DELMAS COSTIN, junior. Del played fullback as a freshman and early last season, 
but was shifted to end. Blessed with good speed, he’s a determined tackler and 
an excellent blocker. A Trenton High graduate, he has a good chance to play 
regularly despite comparative lack of size (175), Also competes in track. Food 
Technology major. 

LEE CURLEY, sophomore, A regular with the last year’s frosh eleven, Lee may 
break into the varsity reserve picture. Earned South Jersey honors in football, 
basketball and baseball at Bridgeton High, Physical education major. 

GEORGE DARLINGTON, junior. A regular with the ’57 frosh, Darlington lettered 
in a reserve role last fall. Is expected to provide support for Simms at left end. 
A resident of Charleston, W. Va., he plays lacrosse in the spring. Physical 
Education major. 

MARVIN ENGLE, sophomore. A regular on last year’s frosh eleven, Engle was 
slowed by a leg injury. He twice was an all-league selection at Kingston, N. Y., 
High School. Has opportunity to win at least a substitute’s job, Also competes in 
track. Mechanical Engineering major. 

JOHN KEEFE, sophomore. An aggressive performer, Keefe was a reserve with the 
‘58 frosh eleven. He was handicapped, however, by slow recovery from leg injury 
suffered at St. Peter's High School. Biological Sciences major. 

ALFRED KILEY, senior. Al has been a valuable member of the Scarlet eleven the 
past two falls solely on the basis of punting. He’s averaged 38.8 yards in 10 
kicks. The Yonkers, N. Y., native has developed into capable end, too, although 
lacking speed, Also competes in lacrosse. Physical Education major. 

JOSEPH MARTINAK, junior. If Joe can regain the form he exhibited with frosh 
eleven in ’57, he may be starting right end. Big and strong, he was disappointin 
in '58 after an injury delayed his early conditioning. Was an all-conference en 
at Union-Endicott (N. Y.) High. Biological Sciences major. 

ROBERT SIMMS, senior. (See “The Captain,” start of section.) 


Tackles 

ROBERT BLANCHFIELD, junior. One of the most pleasant surprises of 1958, Bob 
came from nowhere to share right tackle job. Now, a mere 6-5, 225 pounds, he’s 
gunning for a first-string role and could push Bill Pulley elsewhere on the line. 
Played at Butler High. Also competes in basketball. Sociology major. 

PATRICK DILEMMA, junior. A fullback on the '57 frosh squad, Pat was ineligible 
last fall but is returning as a tackle. Could well land reserve job. Has fair 
straight-ahead speed. Also plays baseball. Majoring in Physical Education. 

THOMAS KOCAJ, sophomore. A regular end with the ’58 frosh, Tom has been 
shifted to tackle. He played both end and center at LaSalle High in Niagara 
Falls, N. Y, Also played frosh baseball. Majoring in Economics. 

WILLIAM LIBBY, sophomore, A shift to tackle is dictated for Libby this fall after 
a freshman season at center. Earned honors at center at Kenmore, N. Y., High 
School. Also played freshman lacrosse, Majoring in Economics. 

LEONARD MABIUS, junior. After being overweight his frosh year, Mabius trimmed 
down last fall and saw occasional service in a reserve role. Played for Harrisburg 
(Pa.) Catholic before coming to Rutgers. Electrical Engineering major. 

JUSTIN “JUD” PAHLS, junior. Big Jud was the varsity left tackle from his first 
day in camp. A well-coordinated 230-pounder with better than average speed, 
he is pegged as one of the east’s better tackles. Defense currently is forte, but 
his blocking is improving. Earned a slew of honors at Mahanoy City High (Pa.). 
Industrial Engineering major. 


JOHN PREGNOLATO, junior. John picked up badly-needed experience last fall 
and may be ready to play this year. He was a regular frosh guard in ’57, shifted 
to tackle last year. Played at Irvington High School. Mechanical Engineering 
major. 

WILLIAM PULLEY, senior. A thoroughly competent blocker, Pulley is so well 
versed in single wing line play he may be able to move to another position, if 
necessary, or remain as the regular right tackle. The Bethlehem (Pa.) High 
graduate has good speed, does some kicking off. Also competes in track. Indus- 
trial Engineering major. 

SALVATORE SEDITA, sophomore. A regular guard with the ’58 freshmen, Sal moves 
over to tackle where he’ll back up Pahls. Played tackle, end and guard at Ken- 
more (N. Y.) High School. Also participated in frosh lacrosse. Industrial 
Engineering major. 

HERBERT THOMS, senior. Thomas has neither the speed nor size to play regu- 
larly, but he’s been a valuable reserve the past two years. Attended Middletown 
High, played for ex-Rutgers great, Arnie Truex. He is married and majors in 
History. 


Guards

. Harry J. Rockafeller, Director of Athletics 
EGARDED as one of the best known figures associated with Scarlet athletics, 
“Rocky” reached a high point in his years of service and devotion to Rutgers 
in 1954 when he was appointed Director of Athletics, succeeding the late George E. 
Little, who left the post to give full time to administrative duties as Executive 
Secretary of the National Football Hall of Fame. 

Rockafeller entered Rutgers as an undergraduate in 1912. He starred in football, 
basketball, and track during his four college years. He became associated with the 
College of Agriculture immediately after his graduation but left for service with the 
Army overseas during World War I. After the war, he went into industry for several 
years, then returned to Rutgers in 1924 as graduate manager of athletics. He was 
named head football coach in 1927 and in four years his teams won 19 and lost 16 
games. In 1930, he resigned as coach in favor of administrative duties. 

In 1932, he became head coach of 150-pound football. His lightweight teams 
were undefeated in 18 games and won Eastern Intercollegiate championships in 
1938, 1934, and 1935. He returned again to administration in 1937 but assisted with 
the varsity ends when Harvey Harman came on the scene in 1938. “Rocky” again 
took over the varsity reins during World War II. 


Albert W. Twitchell, Assistant to the Director 

A 1935 graduate of Rutgers, Al Twitchell was an outstanding athlete during 

his undergraduate days, earning All-American honors in both football and 
lacrosse. After coaching at Sewanhaka High School in Long Island and Hofstra 
College, he returned to Rutgers in 1937 as assistant coach in lacrosse and 150-pound 
football. In 1950, he became head lacrosse coach, and served during 1948-51 as varsity 
line coach. In 1952, he relinquished his football chores to become assistant to the 
director of athletics. In the past nine seasons, his lacrosse teams have won 79 while 
losing only 27 and tying one,
